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Life Saving Awards given to local heroes

NORTH BROOKFIELD — 
On Oct. 13, the North Brook- 
field Board of Selectmen pre- 
sented Life-Saving Awards to 
local heroes. Hosted by North 
Brookfield Fire Chief Joe Hol- 
way, the ceremony honored the 
first responders and citizens 
who valiantly saved lives during 
three serious incidents that 
happened in the town within 
the past year. 

“We had a relatively busy 
year, last year with some pret- 
ty serious calls like some other 
communities have. So, every 
once in awhile we try to give a 
little something back in appre- 
ciation for all the hard work 
and the people involved,” the 
Chief said. 

During the last year, the 
town of North Brookfield ex- 
perienced an industrial acci- 
dent, an ice rescue, and a near 
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drowning, all of which required 
swift action from good Sa- 
maritans and first responders. 
“None of these rescues happen 
with just one individual,’ Hol- 
way said. Instead, he highlight- 
ed the teamwork, trust and mu- 
tual aid that goes into saving a 
life. \For each incident he pre- 
sented two sets of certificates. 
The “Life Saving Team Per- 
formance” award was given to 
each local department that par- 
ticipated in the three rescues, 
while the “Life Saving Skills” 
award showcased the individu- 
als who acted to save others. 
Ice rescue 

On Feb. 23, a dangerous sit- 
uation took place on Brooks 
Pond when a man fell through 
the ice. According to Chief 
Holway, ice rescues “are pret- 
ty scary.” He said that these 
rescues are precarious because 
weather and _ temperatures 
change rapidly while fog com- 
plicates the situation. “If you

STURBRIDGE — To say 
COVID-19 has left its mark on 
communities around the world 
would be an understatement.

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theater, featuring the stories 
and poems of Edgar Allan 
Poe at six different locations 
throughout the village, offering 
“tales of horror, revenge, ob- 
session, and deception will be 
repeated in pulsating rhythm... 
like a beating heart.” 

Daniel Friel, director of 
public and government rela- 
tions at OSV, said the event is 
already close to sold out. 

“We have over 8,000 tickets 
sold,” he said, adding ticket 
sales will be capped at 9,600. 

Sunday’s event offered the 
media a “first glimpse” of pro- 
gram, which opens to the public 
Wednesday, Oct. 21. 

For the past few years, OSV 
has offered the “Sleepy Hollow 
Experience,” but due to guide- 
lines by the Centers for Disease 
Control, Friel said they had to 
“adapt the village’s Halloween 
program. 

“We already have the trick- 
or-treat event on Halloween, so 
we took a little bit of that night 
and put together a brand-new 
program,” said Friel. 

Their efforts created a pro- 
gram that can be held outdoors 
and be safe for guests and OSV 
employees as well as the actors 
performing each evening. 

“A lot of people come out 
just for these events, such as 
our Halloween and our upcom- 
ing Christmas by Candlelight 
event, so we wanted to make

School committee hears 
MARS presentation

BARRE — The Quabbin 
Regional School District re- 
ceived a grant to hire a con- 
sultant to look into regional- 
ization and shared services. 


The school committee 
hired the Massachusetts 
Association of Regional 


Schools to engage area dis- 
tricts regarding  regional- 
ization and shared services. 
Then the pandemic came. 
Consultants from the MARS 
consulting group participat- 
ed in a Zoom meeting of 
the QRSD Committee last 
Thursday evening. 
Consultant Jay Barry said 
it was a work in progress and 
the virus impacted this study. 
He said the scope of services 
changed because of the virus 
and prevented face-to-face 
interaction. The consultants 
held a district meeting before 
the pandemic that included 
besides Quabbin, Quaboag, 
Spencer and North Brook- 
field. Other districts they con- 
tacted include Mahar, Athol 
and Ware. The neighboring 
school systems showed some 
interest in shared services in 
the area of curriculum coor- 
dination. Some mentioned 
grant writing as a possible 
shared service. Other shared 


service possibilities were spe- 
cial education curriculum 
and collaboratives. 

Barry said that the North 
Brookfield school district 
also received a grant to study 
the same thing. He said he 
had not heard that they start- 
ed or completed the study. 

Mark Abrahams _ dis- 
cussed financial and sustain- 
ability issues. He said ac- 
cording to the New England 
School Development Coun- 
cil housing costs were lower 
than some parts of the state. 
The Quabbin district had a 
decrease in resident students, 
but it had a lot of school 
choice students. 

Abrahams said the school 
budget increased $1.5 mil- 
lion and Chapter 70, state 
aid to education, decreased 
by $280,000. He said assess- 
ments to the member towns 
and use of other school re- 
serves funded the difference 
in revenue. He said the state 
was holding “harmless” 
districts with declining en- 
rollment and did not lower 
Chapter 70 aid. Quabbin and 
many school districts were in 
the same situation. He said 
Groton/Dunstable, Upton, 
Ambherst/Pelham and North 
Middlesex had even greater 
“hold harmless” debt than 
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SPRINGFIELD — That familiar 
sound of “Trick-or-Treat” at your door 
on Halloween, Oct. 31, may be a thing 
of the past for this year given the risks 
posed by COVID-19. 

National and local experts have 
sounded the alarm on the threat of 
catching COVID-19 by door-to-door 
trick-or-treating or attending indoor 
parties or other alternative celebrations. 

“With the exception of those who re- 
cently got infected with COVID-19 and 
survived, everyone including children 1s 
susceptible to this viral infection. Trad- 
tional activities during Halloween like 
door-to-door trick-or-treating by small 
children can pose a real risk of disease 
transmission. Individuals from different 
households come together within six 
feet of one another, touch and give away 
common treats, and may have difficulty 
in keeping facial masks on, particularly 
among the younger children,” said Dr. 
Armando Paez, chief of the Division of 
Infectious Diseases at Baystate Medical 
Center. 

Some cities and towns like Spring- 
field have cancelled trick-or-treating 
altogether, while others are leaving it 
up to residents and are providing coro-

navirus-related restrictions to keep kids 
and adults safe. Check with your city or 
town for their safe Halloween recom- 
mendations. 

The Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention are urging Americans not to 
trick-or-treat or attend indoor costume 
parties, labelling them as “high risk.” 

Other high-risk activities according 
to the CDC include: 

¢ Having trunk-or-treat where treats 
are handed out from trunks of cars 
lined up in large parking lots. 

¢ Going to an indoor haunted house 
where people may be crowded together 
and screaming. 

¢ Going on hayrides or tractor rides 
with people who are not in your house- 
hold. 

¢ Traveling to a rural festival that 
is not in your community if you live 
in an area with community spread of 
COVID-19. 

The safest, according to Paez, “is 
anything virtual.” 

“COVID has changed so much to- 
day in our daily lives, both personal and 
workwise, and connecting with friends 
and family virtually, as well as holding 
virtual conferences and meetings has 
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become the norm today during the pan- 
demic,” he said. 

Meghan Brewer, Child Life Specialist 
III in the Child Life department at Bay- 
state Children’s Hospital, recommends 
the following safe “virtual” ideas to cel- 
ebrate the “spooky” season: 

¢ Virtual Halloween Costume Con- 
test 

¢ Pumpkin Decorating via Zoom 
with friends 

¢ Spooky Scavenger Hunts (set up in 
each person’s house and started at the 
same time — looking for candy/treats/ 
prizes instead of trick-or-treating 

¢ Virtually listen to a spooky story at 
the same time. 

Additional safe ways to enjoy Hal- 
loween, according to the CDC, include 
having a Halloween movie night at 
home with family members of the same 
household, carving and decorating 
pumpkins to display, or decorating your 
home together. For a full list of high, 
moderate and low risk activities when 
celebrating Halloween this year, visit:

Many states, including Massachu-

setts, have released their own guidelines 
concerning “what’s safe, what’s not” for 
Halloween. While there is no statewide 
mandate on how communities should 
address the challenge of celebrating 
the season, there are recommendations 
available on  mass.gov/news/hallow- 
een-during-covid-19. 

COVID aside, there are also healthy 
recommendations to consider for 
younger children who want to eat their 
way through the goodies in their Hal- 
loween bag in one sitting. 

“Go through your child’s bag and 
each day take out some candy and put 
it on the table for them to enjoy, maybe 
next to a nice fruit salad as well,” said 
pediatric dietitian Nancy L. Anderson, 
MS, RD, CSP LDN at Baystate Chil- 
dren’s Hospital. 

“For the older kids, being restrictive 
just won’t work and will backfire. Hal- 
loween is one day a year, and the candy 
may last a week or two, but then they’re 
over it. Consider it part of their overall 
healthy diet and make sure during the 
year they are having plenty of fruits, 
veggies, cheese, yogurt, whole grains

The full program on a CD by the 
same title consists of 36 selections in all, 
lasting more than 30 minutes. Copies 
of the CDs will be given to the first 15 
families who comment on the post with 
their name and email address. Maic- 
hack has won two national awards for 
her storytelling CDs and has performed 
some 4,000 shows in libraries, schools, 
festivals since 1989. She was featured 
several times on WGBY-PBS TY, the 
Connecticut Storytelling Festival, Three 
Apples and Mark Twain Festivals and 
from San Francisco to Venice, Italy. 
This program is supported in part by a 
grant from the North Brookfield Cul- 
tural Council, a local agency supported 
by the Massachusetts Cultural Council, 
a State agency. 

CW MARS and Evergreen 

During this pandemic libraries have 
worked hard to try to get their patrons 
the library items that they want. CW 
MARS made adjustments to the Ev- 
ergreen catalog to help libraries and 
patrons feel safe about borrowing and 
lending materials. They extended due 
dates and turned off overdue remind- 
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community 


ers for items that were borrowed before 
March. For awhile, they disabled the 
ability to place holds on library materi- 
als, knowing that lots of libraries were 
closed and unable to fill those requests. 
Many libraries cancelled fines or elimi- 
nated them all together. Haston Library 
is giving borrowers fine amnesty. Even 
after holds were reinstated, CW MARS 
kept libraries up-to-date with informa- 
tion on which libraries were still closed 
or otherwise unable to fill patron re- 
quests. Libraries are slowly returning to 
normal library service. 
New catalog feature 

Oct. 13, the Haston Library added a 
new feature to its online catalog: Patron 
Self Registration. Patron Self Registra- 
tion allows you to complete an online 
registration form, which is submitted to 
the library. Library staff will review the 
registration and add barcode informa- 
tion. When this is done, they will con- 
tact the patron via email or phone with 
their library card number and password, 
which people may change later. Patrons 
who register in this way will not need to 
come into the library to request books 
or download e-books. The library staff 
will hold the physical card at the Circu- 
lation Desk for pickup, if desired. The 
staff hopes that this new feature will en- 
able people, who are still stuck at home, 
to use library materials and services. 
People will find the link, “Request Li- 
brary Card,” at the bottom of the CW- 
MARS catalog screen, beginning Tues- 
day, Oct. 13. 

Exterior repair underway 

At the end of September the first 
phase of the library exterior repairs 
began. The Barnard Roofing group of 
Raymond James Restoration started 
work on the repairs to the library’s roof 
on Sept. 5. 

The roofers repaired broken and 
missing slate tiles as well as a couple of 
the copper pans and “crickets” on the

Haston Library received donation 
of children’s and young adult books 
on the black experience After the death 
of George Floyd in Minneapolis when 
the Black Lives Matter protests became 
more frequent, a local woman saw a list 
of children’s and young adult books 
that have been written to help fight rac- 
ism. Eunice Jones of North Brookfield 
felt that donating these books to the li- 
brary would be one way that she could 
help in that fight. Some of the books 
are recent publications, but others were 
written more than a decade ago. Some 
of the books were already a part of the 
library collection, but most were not. 
Most are not about racism, specifically, 
but about black children’s lives and fam- 
ilies. All children will relate to the stories 
and learn more about what it’s like to be 
black and that we are not so different.

The Library offers wireless access, 
both inside and outside the library 
building.

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tact with those who are sick. 

Paez noted to keep in mind that other respiratory 
infections, such as flu, are more common during this 
time of the year.

Explaining the 
mystery of spousal 
benefits

ear Rusty: From what I’ve researched, 
[= formula for spousal benefits 

seems very complicated. I read some- 
where that it was a good idea to start the 
lower earning spouse’s benefit at age 62, and 
have the higher earning spouse file at full re- 
tirement age, for the spouse to get maximum 
benefit. But that information does not seem 
correct from other things I’ve read. Please 
help me clear this up. My wife’s birth year 1s 
1956 and she now gets $656/month in Social 
Security benefits after claiming at 62. I have 
not claimed my benefits yet and Social Securi- 
ty’s estimator says I qualify for about $2,850/ 
month when I reach full retirement age. My 
birth year was 1957. So, if I take my benefit 
now at 63 will my wife’s benefit go up? And 
if I wait until my full retirement age to claim, 
will she get half of my benefit? I’ve tried to 
research all of this, but it 1s still very unclear. 
Signed: Seeking Knowledge 

Dear Seeking: Yes, the spousal benefit for- 
mula is complicated, especially when both of 
you are entitled to your own Social Security 
benefits. And there’s never a simple answer to 
whether it is a good idea for the lower earning 
spouse to start benefits first at age 62. For one 
thing, it depends upon whether they are still 
working, but it also depends upon health, life 
expectancy, and need for the money early. 

Nevertheless, if your wife’s current age 
62 benefit is $656, then her benefit at her full 
retirement age (had she waited) would have 
been about $895. This is known as her Prima- 
ry Insurance Amount, or “PIA.” Spouse ben- 
efits are computed using PIA amounts, so if 
your full retirement age benefit will be $2,850, 
here’s how your wife’s spousal benefit will be 
calculated if you claim your Social Security 
after your wife has already reached her FRA: 

¢ 50% of your FRA benefit (PIA) is $1,425. 
Because your wife’s PIA is $895, her spousal 
boost is $530 ($1,425 - $895). Her spousal 
boost ($530) will be added to her actual early 
benefit ($656) and her new benefit amount as 
your spouse, at her FRA, will be about $1,186. 
Obviously, less than half of your FRA benefit 
amount. 

The computation changes if you claim 
your Social Security benefit now, before your 
wife has reached her full retirement age, be- 
cause getting her spouse benefit before her 
FRA means her spousal boost will be reduced 
(she automatically gets her spousal benefit 
when you claim). 

The reduction to the spousal boost is ac- 
tuarial, according to the number of months 
before her FRA that it is taken. If you were to 
claim now when your wife is 64, her spousal 
benefit would be computed like this: 

¢ The spousal boost amount of $530 
would be reduced because your wife hasn’t 
yet reached her FRA. Instead of the full $530 
spousal boost, it would be reduced to about 
$442. The reduced spousal boost is added to 
your wife’s early Social Security benefit of 
$656, for a total benefit of about $1,098. Once

ary asked me this ques- 
tion: “I bought some 
fantastic pumpkins this 


year. I can’t wait to carve them 
into Jack O°’ Lanterns with the 
kids! Is 1t possible to save the seeds 
and plant them next year? I’d love 
to end up with the same pumpkin 
variety again.” 

I am in the same boat, Mary! I 
love the pumpkins my kids chose 
this year and will be attempting to save the 
seeds myself. I think it is definitely worth 
the chance, but first let’s give you a lesson 
in genetics. Pumpkins belong to the genus 
Cucurbita. Cucurbita pepo is the easiest to 
figure out. Its members are what you might 
think of as a traditional pumpkin grown in 
the northeastern part of the country: orange 
with a woody stem and a hard outer skin. 
Teeny “Jack-Be-Little’ as well as the heir- 
loom ‘Connecticut Field’ and sweet “New 
England Pie’ all belong to the species pepo. 
Unfortunately or not, gourds, acorn squash, 
spaghetti squash and summer squashes do 
as well, so if the pumpkin farmer grew any 
other variety of pepo cross pollination may 
have occurred and the plants you grow next 
year may not be true to type from the seeds 
you save. 

If you'd like to experiment, let’s assume 
that the pumpkins were the one and only 
inhabitants of pumpkin patch. The actual 
process of saving seeds is very simple. Af- 
ter hollowing out your favorite pumpkins, 
those with the attributes you like the best 
and want to pass on to future generations, 
simply wash the seeds quickly in a colander, 
blot on a paper towel and place on a pie 
plate for several days until completely dry. 
Store for the winter in an envelope marked 
with the variety and date in a cool, humid- 
ity-free spot. In late winter you can easily 
conduct a germination test. The easiest way 
to do it is to sow a few seeds in a paper cup 
filled with soil and placed in a warm spot. 
Record how many come up and then plan 
accordingly when you sow your hills come 
springtime.

Roberta McQuaid 


reads the column in the Palmer 
Journal Register: “Can you give 
me some tips for digging up my 
cherished rosemary plant and 
overwintering it in the house?” 

Perhaps the most cherished 
of all tender herbs is Rosemary 
(Rosemarinus officinalis), the 
herb of remembrance. For many 
years I brought my plants in and 
out with the seasons, and they 
got amazingly large. I wish you the same 
luck. The key to growing it successfully in- 
doors is “cool but sunny.” My old house 
affords me many such microclimates. If you 
aren't as fortunate, try for a sunny window 
away from dry heat, in other words far from 
heat vents. 

But first, make sure you give it the best 
possible start by salvaging as much of the 
root ball as possible. This will minimize the 
shock of being potted up. Position your 
shovel along the “drip line” of the plant 
and dig straight down, completely around 
its circumference. After you’ve made your 
way around, get your shovel underneath and 
lift. Have a pot ready- one that is an inch 
or two bigger than the root ball is sufficient, 
and will allow for minimal winter growth. 
My container of choice is always plastic, 
but glazed pottery is fine too. Steer clear of 
clay; it dries out too quickly. I usually put 
a couple of inches of potting soil into the 
container, set the plant and then fill in with 
more as needed before watering well. Often- 
times I leave the plants outside until a hard 
frost threatens, then I bring them in and 
back out until the weather turns decidedly 
cold. You can use this same advice for other 
tender herbs such as French lavender, bay 
tree and scented geraniums.

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again, less than 50% of your FRA ben- 
efit amount. 

So, as you can see, because your 
wife took her own benefit at age 62, 
she cannot get a spousal benefit equal 
to 50% of your FRA benefit, regardless 
of when you claim. If you claim your 
Social Security before your wife reach- 
es her FRA, your wife’s spousal boost 
amount will be reduced, further lower- 
ing the total benefit amount your wife 
is entitled to as your spouse. The basic 
rule is this: any time any Social Secu- 
rity benefit is taken before one reaches 
their full retirement age, that benefit is 
reduced. And a spouse who claims their 
own SS retirement benefit before FRA 
will never get a spouse benefit equal to 
50% of the other spouse’s PIA.

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lowed by the North Brookfield Fire 
Department who deployed a hover- 
craft. Eventually, the individual was 
grabbed and safely rescued from the 
frozen pond. The Life Saving Team 
Performance Awards were given to the 
Spencer Fire Department, Spencer 
EMS and the District 7 Dive Team. 
The Life Saving Skills awards were 
given to Patrick Kiristy and George 
Nolette who operated the hovercraft 
that day. 

Holway took a moment to thank 
the District 7 Dive Team and explain 
the important work that they perform 
for the community. The District 7 Dive 
Team supports 26 towns, including the 
city of Worcester, and is supported by 
the Department of Homeland Securi- 
ty. Holway also gave credit to Spencer 
Fire Chief Bob Parsons who 1s also a 
vice chairman for the District 7 Dive 
Team. Parsons said during an emer- 
gency valuable minutes can be lost as 
it takes time for the dive team to as- 
semble, to load the trailers and to ar- 
rive at the scene. As a result, the dive 
team is called immediately since it can 
take up to an hour to orchestrate these 
“very labor-intensive efforts,” Parsons 
said. District 7 divers are unique since 
they have specialized expertise that al- 
lows them to dive under the ice. 

Industrial accident 

Holway then recognized the he- 
roes who saved an individual during 
an industrial accident that occurred 
on Oct. 4, 2019. While details of the 
incident were not released to the pub- 
lic, the chief described it as a “horrible 
accident.” While giving out the Life 
Saving Team Performance certifi- 
cates, Holway said, “These guys make 
such a difference in these towns and 
have for many years.” Team certifi- 
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cates were presented to the Brookfield 
Fire Department, Life Flight UMass 
and the North Brookfield Police De- 
partment. The individual Life Saving 
Skills awards were given to Shawn Ad- 
ams, Brad Gannon, Michael Splaine, 
Mark Lovely, Peter Martell and David 
Churchy. 
Near-drowning 

On July 26, citizens and first re- 
sponders came together to save a boy 
during a near drowning at Lake Lasha- 
way. According to Holway the inci- 
dent, “goes to show how quickly lives 
can change.” What could have been a 
tragedy, resulted in a “very happy end- 
ing for this young child,” thanks to the 
quick actions of bystanders. The Life 
Saving Team Performance certificate 
was given to the East Brookfield Fire 
Department. 

“When things happen, they happen 
for a reason,’ the Chief said. He intro- 
duced Jessica Roy, saying what were 
the chances that a nurse would be out 
boating that day? Roy was aware of 
her surroundings while boating and 
when she heard commotion nearby, 
she didn’t hesitate. Instead, she rushed 
to the scene and immediately started 
performing CPR on the injured child. 
Zachary Ford was another heroic by- 
stander. When Ford heard the com- 
motion, he went out onto the deck, 
then dove into the water to save the 
child. Together Good Samaritans and 
first responders were able to save the 
young boy. Life Saving Skills awards 
were distributed to Zachary Ford, 
Tyrell Stevenson, Jessica Roy, Pat- 
rick Kiristy, Michael Splaine, Ashely 
Marks, David Messier, James Bain, 
and Connor Fausek. 

At the conclusion of the ceremo- 
ny, Holway thanked the attendees for 
their dedication and life saving work. 
“Everyone, thank you ever so much.” 
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Jessica Roy was honored for her heroism after 
she saved a boy during a near drowning at Lake

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sure we could still deliver [the events].” 

The Nevermore program was written 
and directed by PJ Griffith, specifically 
for OSV and Coggeshall Farm Museum 
in Rhode Island. 

According to Rhys Simmons, OSV’s 
director of interpretation for the past 
15 years, most of the actors are based 
in New York, where most of the casting 
was done. Griffith, he said, had to nar- 
row the cast down to six members out of 
some 4,000 applicants. 

Simmons said the relationship be- 
tween OSV and Griffith goes back a few 
years. Griffith was the original Brom 
Bones for the Sleep Hollow Experience. 

“That’s how we originally connect- 
ed,” said Simmons. 


Griffith also worked with the village 
on several projects, including the beer 
and cider festival held last year. 

“He’s been involved with the museum 
since 2015,” he said. 

During the evening, the village will 
also offer kid-friendly events, such as 
ghost stories by a fire on the common, 
and Clues and Candy, where children 
will be given a card that must be stamped 
at various locations and they can then 
pick up a bag of candy at the end. 

There will also be horse rides, and 
music throughout the evening performed 
by Lawrence Trailer. And of course, the 
Headless Horseman will ride his steed 
throughout the village. 

Of Nevermore, which Simmons said 
offers a mature theme for adults, the cast 
will “bring to life six of the hauntings 
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from the mind of Edgar Allen Poe.” 

“We're trying to hit all of the audience 
segments with this program,” he said. 

Griffith 1s no stranger to Old Stur- 
bridge Village. He grew up near Hart- 
ford, Connecticut, and as previously 
mentioned, was the original Brom Bones 
in the Sleepy Hollow Experience. Never- 
more is the third project he’s directed at 
OSV. 

Griffith said Nevermore was the re- 
sult of a conversation with Simmons, 
when both were trying to create a so- 
cially-distant program that was safe for 
guests. 

“The first thing that came to my brain 
was the “Masque of the Red Death” and 
this idea that Poe wrote a world outside 
suffered from a plague and a rich, arro- 
gant millionaire throwing a party for his 
friends and how the plague gets within 
his castle,” said Griffith. 

“With that came the idea to create a 
piece around the characters of Poe and 
telling their stories through the eyes of 
one of the characters. That’s what we’ve 
done with this,” he said. 

Anna Cain, whose fiery red hair is 
wholly appropriate for her character, 
Psyche, has been acting since she was a 
child. It was a path she chose to contin- 
ue after working as a writer in advertis- 
ing. She quit to tend bar and focus on 
the things she wanted to write and act. 
Part of her journey to theater included a 
stint in the army, which included a tour 
of duty in Afghanistan. 

“T doa lot of live theater. ’ve done TV 
and film, but my heart is always in live 
theater,” which, she added, can be scary. 
It puts the pressure that much higher, it 
makes you work that much harder and 
you get that immediate satisfaction. You 
can see the reactions of everybody.” 

Cain has a history with Griffith. 

“IT know PJ from Rockwood Music 
Hall [in Manhattan],” she said. After 
seeing the listing for auditions, Cain tex- 
ted Griffith and said she wanted to audi- 
tion for Nevermore. 

She said Griffith suggested she audi- 
tion for Psyche because “she and I cur- 
rently have the same kind of crazy, but 
without murdering all the people in the 
story.” 

Cain adds she met Griffith while he 
was doing a concert for a musical he was 
working on — a rock musical about Jack 
the Ripper, but with a focus from the 
perspective of women — his victims. 

In light of the lack of venues in New

REGION -— It is clear to 
many MIAA official, school 
administrations, and athletic 
directors, that the Fall 1 season 
was not going to be without 
hiccups. 

Already, a few student-ath- 
letes have tested positive for the 
coronavirus, and the bubble of 
Springfield teams have had to 
shut down their sports due to 
Springfield remaining high-risk 
for multiple weeks in a row. 

But more locally, a few com- 
munities have reacted to being 
in the “red” differently. 

Belchertown, widely known 
now to have stricter guide- 
lines for athletics than other 
communities, has now had to 
postpone a number of games 
scheduled against neighboring 
Amherst Regional HighSchool. 
Amherst is in a Hampshire 
“bubble” league with Belcher- 
town, South Hadley, and Gran- 
by among their opponents. 
While other schools within the 
bubble are continuing to play 
against Amherst, now in its 
second consecutive week of be- 
ing a high-risk community for 
COVID-19, Belchertown will 
not allow Amherst to come 
to Belchertown, and will not 
travel there until Amherst is no 
longer a high-risk community.

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Lutz wins modified race at Thompson 


THOMPSON, Conn. — 
Miller Place, NY’s Craig Lutz 
ended the 2020 NASCAR 
Whelen Modified Tour season 
on the highest of highs with his 
second win of the year at Con- 
necticut’s Thompson Speedway 
Motorsports Park on Sunday, 
October 11. Lutz swiped the 
lead from Jon McKennedy with 
seven laps remaining and hung 
on to win the 150-lap event at 
the 58th Annual Sunoco World 
Series of Speedway Racing as 
Holtsville, NY’s Justin Bon- 
signore secured his second se- 
ries championship. 

The 26-year-old Lutz earned 
his fourth career Whelen Mod- 
ified Tour win and first at the 
historic Thompson Speedway. 
For the 32-year-old Bonsigno- 
re, the title was the capstone on 
a 2020 season where he finished 
no worse than fifth at any event. 

Six-time champion Doug 
Coby, who was the only driver 
who could catch Bonsignore 
entering the Sunoco World Se- 
ries, started on the pole and led 
the first 30 laps. Chelmsford, 
MA’s McKennedy then surged 
ahead of him entering turn 
three and paced the field unto 
the fourth caution flag at lap 73 
for Dave Sapienza’s spin. 

Nearly all the lead lap cars 
chose to pit for right side tires 
at that point with Andover, 
NJ’s Calvin Carroll assuming 
the lead by staying out. Fol- 
lowing another yellow on the 
restart for a Ronnie Wiliams 
spin, Norwalk, CT’s Ron Silk 
sliced to the lead for a circuit 
before Bonsignore then blasted 
to the lead on lap 88. 

The championship was then 
decided on a lap-97 restart. Silk 
eagerly leapt to the lead while 


Lutz tried to move around 
Bonsignore for second entering 
turn three. The duo wiggled, 
Kyle Bonsignore checked up, 
and the accordion effect end- 
ed with Coby in the turn-four 
wall, which put an end to his 
day. Since the lap wasn’t com- 
pleted, Bonsignore went back 
to the lead by rule, and Silk was 
assessed a pass-through penal- 
ty for jumping the start. 

Lutz successfully overtook 
Bonsignore on the next green 
flag and paced the field until 
caution number nine. It was 
McKennedy who got the jump 
on the lap-138 restart for his 
second stint at the front. Sapi- 
enza pounded the turn-one wall 
a lap later for the 10th and final 
yellow. Lutz took advantage of 
his second chance, putting a 
crossover move on McKennedy 
out of turn two and wrestling 
the lead back with six laps to 
go. 
McKennedy had time to 
take another shot, and with 
three laps to go, he backed off 
entering turn three to set up 
a potential slingshot off turn 
four. But Silk, who had steadi- 
ly driven back to third after 
serving his penalty, got into the 
back of McKennedy. The con- 
tact threw McKennedy off just 
enough for Lutz to get away for 
the victory. 

Justin Bonsignore finished 
fourth to officially clinch his 
second Whelen Modified Tour 
title in the last three years. His 
cousin Kyle was right behind 
him in fifth. Sam Remeau took 
sixth while Woody Pitkat came 
back from a mid-race flat tire to 
finish seventh. Carroll, Patrick 
Emerling, and Tyler Rypkema 
completed the top-10.

McKennedy did start the 
afternoon with a winning by 
getting the best of Rowley, 
MAs Chris Perley in the closing 
laps of the ISMA Supermod1- 
fied event. McKennedy start- 
ed third in the 50-lap feature 
and got to the rear bumper of 
polesitter Perley following the 
race’s only yellow at lap 4.

McKennedy got 
alongside Perly Multiple times 
on the frontstretch, and the 
duo even banged wheels enter- 
ing turn one just past halfway 
with both hanging on for dear 
life.

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issues with sports, including the ban on spectators 
for the time being. 

Another community in the high-risk category is 
Holyoke. Holyoke High School has been classified 
as high-risk for two weeks as of Oct. 16, but teams 
other than West Springfield have continued to play 
against them. Holyoke High School Athletic Direc- 
tor Melanie Martin said West Springfield will not 
play against Holyoke until Holyoke has been “yel- 
low” or moderate-risk or better for two consecutive 
weeks. 

Other communities, like Agawam, are following 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion guidance, which says three weeks of data are 
needed before a school considers ceasing play with 
a high-risk community. 

“That’s the guidance we received from DESE,” 
said Agawam Athletic Director David Stratton. 
“We have no problem playing against Holyoke.” 

Agawam was even set to host Holyoke in field 
hockey on Oct. 16, and played at Holyoke 1n girls 
soccer on Oct. 7, the same day Holyoke received it’s 
“red” designation. 

In the Hampden East League that was created, 
East Longmeadow was a community placed at 
high-risk. 

Among the schools in that bubble are Chicop- 
ee, Chicopee Comprehensive, Ludlow, and Muin- 
nechaug. 

Ludlow Athletic Director Tim Brillo and 
Minnechaug Athletic Director Michael Roy 
both confirmed last week they have not re- 
ceived orders from their respective health depart- 
ments to cease any type of play with red school. 
“Even though communities are in high risk,” said 
Roy. “The guidance is to not shut everything down 
and wait for three weeks of data.” 

In what is perceived widely as a “second wave” 
of the virus, officials are still hopeful to get through 
the Fall 1 season without any type of widespread 
shutdown.
